27. (Currently Amended) A table comprising: 

a table top constructed from blow-molded plastic, the table top including a first 
side, a second side, a first end, a second end, an upper portion, a lower portion and a 
hollow interior portion formed during the blow-molding process; 

a first leg assembly connected proximate the first end of the table top, the first leg 
assembly movable between an extended position and a collapsed position relative to the 
table top; 

a second leg assembly connected proximate the second end of the table top, the 

second leg assembly movable between an extended position and a collapsed position 

relative to the table top; 

a support assembly disposed between the first leg assembly and the second leg 

assembly, the support assembly disposed between the first side and the second side of the 

table top, the support assembly comprising: 

a first mounting structure integrally formed in the lower portion of the 
table top during the blow-molding process as part of a unitary structure, the first 
mounting structure including a side wall that extends downwardly and away from 
the lower portion of the table top, the first moimting member including an inner 
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surface and an outer surface , the side wall forming at least a portion of the outer 
surface of the first moimting structure : 

a first support member coimected to the inner svirface of the first mounting 
structure, the first support member being disposed generally parallel to the first 
side of the table top; 

a second mounting structure integrally formed in the lower portion of the 
table top during the blow-molding process as part of a unitary structure, the 
second mounting member including an inner surface and an outer surface; 

a second support member connected to the inner surface of the second 
mounting structure, the second support member being disposed generally parallel 
to the second side of the table top, the first support member being disposed 
generally parallel to the second support member; and 

a crossbar connected to the first support member and the second support 
member, the cross bar being disposed generally parallel to the first end and the 
second end of the table top; and 

a handle integrally formed in the side wall of the first motinting structure of 
the support assembly during the blow-molding process as part of a unitary structure, the 
handle being at least substantially disposed between the lower portion of the table top and 
a lower portion of the side wall at least substantially disposed in a side wall of the first 
mounting structure , the handle being sized and configured to facilitate carrying the table. 
, the handle b e ing at least substantially form e d in a portion of th e first moimting structure 
e xtending outwardly fi-om a plan e that is generally align e d with the lower portion of the 
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28. (Previously Presented) The table as in Claim 27, further comprising a second 
cross bar connected to the first support member and the second support member, the second 
cross bar being disposed generally parallel to the second end of the table top, the first cross bar 
being disposed generally parallel to the second cross bar. 

29. (Previously Presented) The table as in Claim 27, wherein the first mounting 
structure has a generally C-shaped configuration with a first end, a second end and an elongated 

body; 

wherein the second mounting structure has a generally C-shaped configuration with a 
first end, a second end and an elongated body; and 

wherein the first mounting structure is spaced apart from and faces the second mounting 
structure. 

30. (Previously Presented) The table as in Claim 29, wherein the first end of the first 
mounting structure is generally aligned with and spaced apart fi:om the first end of the second 

mounting structure; and 

wherein the second end of the first mounting structure is generally aligned with and 
spaced apart from the second end of the second mounting structure.

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32. (Currently Amended) A table comprising: 

a table top constructed from blow-molded plastic, the table top including a first 
side, a second side, a first end, a second end, an upper portion, a lower portion and a 
hollow interior portion formed during the blow-molding process; 

a first leg assembly connected proximate the first end of the table top, the first leg 
assembly movable between an extended position and a collapsed position relative to the 
table top; 

a second leg assembly connected proximate the second end of the table top, the 

second leg assembly movable between an extended position and a collapsed position 

relative to the table top; 

a support assembly disposed between the first leg assembly and the second leg 

assembly, the support assembly disposed between the first side and the second side of the 

table top, the support assembly comprising: 

a first mounting structure integrally formed in the lower portion of the 
table top during the blow-molding process as part of a unitary structure, the first 
mounting structure including a side wall that extends downwardly and awav fi:om 
the lower portion of the table top, the side wall being disposed at an angle relative 
to the lower portion of the table top, the first mounting member including an inner 
surface and an outer stirfac e, the side wall forming at least a portion of the outer 
surface of the first mounting structure: 

a first support member connected to the inner surface of the first mounting 
structure, the first support member being disposed generally parallel to the first 
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side of the table top; 

a second mounting structure integrally formed in the lower portion of the 
table top during the blow-molding process as part of a unitary structure, the 
second mounting member including an inner surface and an outer surface; 

a second support member connected to the inner surface of the second 
mounting structure, the second support member being disposed generally parallel 
to the second side of the table top, the first support member being disposed 
generally parallel to the second support member; and 

a crossbar connected to the first support member and the second support 
member, the cross bar being disposed generally parallel to the first end and the 
second end of the table top; and 

a handle integrally formed in the side wall of wife the first mounting structure of 
the support assembly during the blow-molding process as part of a unitary structure, the 
handle being at least substantially disposed between the lower surface of the table top and 
a lower portion of the first mounting structure , the handle being sized and configured to 
facilitate carrying the table, and a lower portion of the tabl e top, the handle being at least 
substantially disposed in a portion of the first mounting structure extending outwardly 
from a plane that is generally aligned with th e low e r portion of th e table top. 

33. (Previously Presented) The table as in Claim 32, further comprising a second 
cross bar connected to the first support member and the second support member, the second 
cross bar being disposed generally parallel to the second end of the table top, the first cross bar 
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being disposed generally parallel to the second cross bar. 

34. (Previously Presented) The table as in Claim 32, wherein the first mounting 
structure has a generally C-shaped configuration with a first end, a second end and an elongated 

body; 

wherein the second moxmting structure has a generally C-shaped configuration with a 
first end, a second end and an elongated body; and 

wherein the first mounting structure is spaced apart from and faces the second mounting 
structure. 

35. (Previously Presented) The table as in Claim 32, wherein the first end of the first 
mounting structure is generally aligned with and spaced apart from the first end of the second 
mounting structure; and 

wherein the second end of the first mounting structure is generally aligned with and 
spaced apart from the second end of the second mounting structure.
